Lompoc, March 17th.—At the citizens’ 
mass meeting this afternoon, in front cf 
Davis & Drufum’a newly-opQr.ed saloon on H 
street, within a few feet of Dinwiddie’s Hal1, 
hundreds of men and women ss»cmbled, a 
good portion cf them coming many miles 
from nil over the valley. There were sic::- 
ing, prayer?, speeches and exl'ort V.icns to the 
rutn-seUcm in frn- cross'! •< 
le. A m ilion 
prevailed that oi: la fev • .Í maintaining the 
principles of the Lompoc temperance colony, 
prohibiting the manufacture and salo of in­ 
toxicating linnors, move to the rijht of the 
Casiroiaa; those, opposed to such main­ 
tenance, to tho left. All but a small minor­ 
ity, mostly single ycung meD, moved to the 
light,amid cheers. It wag then unanimously 
dicided that Davis & Drjmm, binding them­ 
selves not «gain to sail liquor it Lompoc, be 
offered the price of the material urod in 
building the salcon, that the people might 
have a rousing boufire. Fivo mintVes were 
given for a decifiou, influential citizens per­ 
sonally urging them to comply. 
On their 
flat refusal it was received “ that this saloon 
is a public nuisance,” and theu, 
“ th3t 
liquor-selling 
should 
not 
ba 
tolerated 
ia 
the 
Lompoc 
temperance 
colony.” 
Ladies crowded round the s.floon-keepers, 
mothers pleading most pathetically to yield, 
like good men, and give up the ruinous I usi- 
nets; but nothing availed, they replying 
with taunts and ensere. Suddenly several 
hravy joLta were heard crashing through th 
sides of the building, then a ropo w.vi run 
around it, ard '.he men, women and boys 
polled wi:h a will, cheering, and as they top­ 
pled it over and over oagrr bauds tore it te 
fiicderB. Ludy cheers and hat-;browing fol­ 
ic -e 1. Next, with tho utnr. et accord and 
enthusiast», the meeting decidid that no cit­ 
izen should ba taken out ef the valley by any 
ore on aceeunt of this rc’i n, aid t .at any 
rct&l;a*i~:i should be met with sumni iry and 
c rdii;n punishment. That any party r.t- 
tempting to start iiquor-sellicg iu Loapjo 
should be tarred and feathered and ric:‘cn 
out of town on a rail. It having bvu ru­ 
mored tbat J. F. Diar.iddi had intended to 
sell liquor, the ladies waited on birr, but ho 
denied it, and offered to let a committee 
search his prcmite? for liquor. "A lii? now 
quiet on the Potomac.” Ev; rybody r joices 
tbat saloon-keeping is rrippel ia the bud 
without fcombshellirg and perhaps burning 
down half the town.. In the eight years of 
the colony’s existence, one drug «tore his been 
emptied of liquor, one hotel bombshclied, one 
-saloon ditto, and one saloon torn down. 
D etciniiucd Suicide. 
Oroville, March 17th.—Patrick Hurley, 
seed about 00 years, and an old resident cf 
this county, committed su’cide to-day. 
He 
had iust completed a sde of some lstd and 
received the coin, about ¿1,100, which he do- 
posited in the bank. Ho then went to Brock 
& Sabei’s hardware store, bought a Urge 
butcher-kuife, went 
to the Ohio Livery 
Stable, and, walking into one of the stalls, 
commenced stabbing himself iu the brea-t in 
the pretence of one of the hostler?,.who ran 
to the doer and hailed c ffi. er Parks.

UNTYING THE PURSE STRINGS 


The Colusa Sun, remarking upon the 
strong probability of a “ bad season ” for 
California, says snch times afford the rich 
men of the State an opportunity to untie 
their purse strings and have work done, 
More work can be procured for the same 
^ money in a time of stringency, than in a 
time of plenty. It considers hard times 
the very times for tho outlay of capital to 
special advantage and large reward to it 
self, and concludes that as the proprietors 
of the chief lines of railway in the State 
have, on more than one occasion, come to 
the rescue of those who mast have employ 
ment, the present is a good’ time for like 
action. The Sun forgets that a stringency 
in the labor market is quite likely to be re 
fleeted in the money market. The two are 
so intimately connected, that one cannot 
suffer injury without the other feeling pain. 
It is all very well to call upon the rich to 
spend money freely in hard times, but 
capital is more timid than labor, and flies 
from misfortune more speedily and readily. 
That money may be made by proper ex­ 
penditure in building up material industries 
in a time when there is a surfeit of labor is 
true ; but it is also true that very seldom 
is that investment then made. It is all 
well enough to call upon railway directories 
to untie the purse strings and build 
right and left, but what encouragement 
does the State give such Boards that they 
will be allowed to enjoy the fruits of such 
outlay ? When the hard times are over, 
the very fact that construction was cheaply 
had because of an overstocked labor 
market, will be used by the demogogucs of 
the country to influence the people against 
aggregated capital, to which the Sun now 
appeals. We have no idea whatever of the 
intentions c f rich men and of corporations in 
this matter ; bat we do know that capital 
in the past has not acted upon the line sug-> 
gested, except in rare cases, and even these 
are remembered against it when the evil 
day has passed by. We do not, therefore, 
anticipate a building bocm, nor a season of 
investment of idle capital in California this 
year. There are no indications that it will 
move in that direction —on the contrary, 
the hectoring capital haa experienced at the 
hands of legislators, the press and blatant 
demagogues in the past few years, has 
made it look with extreme suspicion upon 
California as an investing field. He is an 
exceedingly hopeful, not to say brave man, 
who will now enter an Eastern or European 
money market and solicit the investment of 
capital in California. The San Francisco 
Commercial Herald spoke with exceed 
ing pointedness when it said, as we 
have already quoted, “ instead of keeping 
paco with other sections, we have been 
lagging behind, and we can attribute it to 
no other canse than an ungenerous disposi­ 
tion towards those whose aid is essential to 
the prosecution of enterprises that in other 
sections are fostered to the fullest extent 
possible.’’ And yet after all is said, we 
agree with the Sun that “ aggregated capi­ 
tal may be made a blessing.”

A QUES'IOH OF SIBTERS-IK-LAW. 
The Earlf f Dilkocsie writes from Lon­ 
don to the Governor of California a letter 
of inquiry as to whether the laws of this 
country, which permit marriage with a de­ 
ceased wife’s sister, result in “ baneful 
evils.” A copy of the letter has been sent 
to this office, and from it we glean that the 
Earl is very solicitous regarding the facts. 
He says that the bill to legalize such mar­ 
riages was defeated at tho last session of 
tho British Parliament in the House of 
Lords by a vote of 132 to 128. This very 
even division has brought the question 
more prominently before the English pub­ 
lic, and the Earl haa resolved to reintro­ 
duce the bill at the present session of Par­ 
liament, and to fortify himself with 
facts he has addressed letters to every 
American State on the subject. The writer 
says that the opponents of the legalization 
of such marriages are fond of referring to 
America as illustrating in a marked de­ 
gree the “baneful evils ” which, it is al­ 
leged, follow these unions. He adds 
that they quote the church Quarterly Re­ 
view in their support, which holds that be­ 
cause of oar permissive law wives are 
made jealous and suspicious of their sis­ 
ters, whereas where snch marriages are 
prohibited the husband meets his sister-in- 
law with the brotherly kiss, in all parity, 
and the sister-in-law confides in him as in 
an own brother ; that when the wife dies 
the sister-in-law may live under the shelter 
of the brother-in-law’s rooftree and care 
for her sister’s children, without blush and 
without stirring the breeze of slander; 
that where such marriages are permitted, 
the attentions paid by the husband to the 
wife’s unmarried sister grow, very often, 
into more than affectionate regard, and 
ripen into passionate love ; this makes the 
wife miserable, teaches the children to look 
with apprehension upon their unmarried 
maternal aunts, and not infrequently drives 
the wife to an untimely grave. We do not 
know what observation may have taught 
Governor Stoneman regarding sisters-in- 
law and the baleful effects of marrying 
them, nor what he may write in reply to 
Earl Dalhousie on this momentous subject; 
but as the rights of sisters-in-law in Eng­ 
land are infringed, we trust that their sis­ 
ters in America will rise in defense of the 
noble Earl and aid him in hurling this relic 
of shame headlong from the statute books 
of the United Kingdom. Besides, they 
have a personal interest in defending the 
whole trite of sisters-in-law in America 
from 
the 
gross assaults made upon 
their 
fair fame by the anti-sister- 
in-law 
maniacs 
of 
Old 
England. 
The idea it absnrd, that a law is necessary 
to keep the wife’s sisters from laying 
siege to the wife’s husband’s affections. 
They should see to it that Governor Stone­ 
man informs the noble Ear! promptly that 
when an American sister-in-law sets her 
heartupon her brother-in-law, the fact that 
there is, or is not, a permissive statute 
relative to their marriage, cuts no figure 
in the case, and has no restraining influence 
whatever in the matter of putting poison 
into the wife’s coffee. 
They should make 
haste to inform Earl Dalhousie that Ameri­ 
can wives have very much more reason to 
fear the effectB upon their husbands of tho 
blandishments of other sisters than their 
own, and that the American wife generally 
manages to live a reasonable lease of life, 
despite the fact that she has marriageable 
sisters who may succeed her. 
Then, too, 
the sisters-in-law have a deep interest in 
setting themselves right before the Eng­ 
lish public relative to tho necessity in 
America of waiting for their married sis­ 
ters’ cast-off shoes, and of taking second­ 
handed husbands. 
Husbands have an in­ 
terest in the reply of Governor Stoneman 
also, and should be solicitous that his an­ 
swer gives the Eaglish Parliament to under­ 
stand that, law or no law, when they marry 
one branch of a family they seldom repeat 
the dose. Indeed on the principie that for­ 
bidden fruit is most desired, it might be 
well to call attention to tho fact that as 
the law permits the American husband who 
has shoveled his wife underground hastily, 
to marry and comfort himself in the em­ 
braces of her sister, the consent of the 
statute actually discourages such a practice. 
Concerning the children of matrimonial 
unions in America we truBt that Governor 
Stoneman will inform his Lordship, the 
Earl, that really the moat loveable, delight­ 
ful and charming relative the American 
child has, outside his home, is the American 
aunt, to whom he first flies in time of 
trouble, and whose skirts, when maternal 
brows are capped with wrath, prove a 
Bure and safe retreat.

THE VERDICT. 
The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the 
case of the -Fourth-Btreet school-house dis­ 
aster, New York, was looked for with 
much interest. Now that it has been 
rendered it is found to be very disap­ 
pointing. Tne jury found that the build­ 
ing Was of insufficient - capacity for 700 
children ; that the stairways were too nar­ 
row and should have been strongly railed 
in on both sides ; that theic should have 
been some one with power to care for the 
stoves and sweepings ; and lastly, that 
“ alarm dulls” should be had in all 
schools, and a competent drill-master ap­ 
pointed to direot them. And this is all. 
No blame is fixed anywhere. Whose fault 
was it that the school building was over­ 
crowded ? Who was to blame for con­ 
structing the narrow and insecure stair­ 
ways ? To these questions propounded by 
the whole country the jurors make no 
reply. But there is some good to be 
drawn from their silence. It will put 
school authorities upon inquiry as to the 
condition of school-houses generally, for it 
may be that when the next school-house 
panic and resulting horror occurs a less 
timid jury may render a less impersonal 
verdict. 
______________ 
THE PAVILION AGAIN. 
Seme objection has been taken to the 
suggestion that the new Pavilion should be 
composed largely of iron and glass, on the 
ground that the building would be too hot 
in summer. The contrary would be the 
result. Experience has proved that about 
the hottest, closest of buildings are those 
built of wood. A structure with iron sup­ 
porting frame and much sash-work, with 
perhaps a slate or even an iron roof, prop­ 
erly ventilated, is far preferable to one 
with wooden walls. It is now admitted 
that it was an error to set forth dimen­ 
sions and form in the call for plans, and it 
is to be hoped that architects will send in 
plans irrespective of the “ parallelogram ” 
call, that the boards may have as great a 
variety as possible from which to choose. 
We learn that illustrations of nearly all 
the great pavilions of the world are to be 
found in the chief libraries of this State. 
The boards should certainly examine them 
all.

The Charges Against Judge Hoover. 
W ashikoton, March 18;h.—Philadelphia 
people are interested in the investigation that 
has beed ordered of the charges of bribery 
preferred against Judge Hoover, of the Su­ 
preme Court of Arizona. The affidavit on 
which the investigation is directed hss been 
published. In brief Hoover is accused of bor­ 
rowing 8i, 000 from the Bankof California,that 
institution being the legal representative of 
Lord & Willi amp, the Tucson merchants and 
bankers who failed while carrying out con­ 
tracts for furnishing a qnanty of wood 
for 
fuel 
to 
the 
Sou'hern 
Pacific 
Railroad. The wood was cut from Govern­ 
ment land, and it was claimed by the Gov­ 
ernment that Hoover obtained his loan from 
counsel for the Bank of California, and as 
the case in controversy between the bank and 
the Government haa been postponed from 
time to time, it is alleged that the loan was a 
bribe. There is also another affidavit, in 
which Hoover is charged with having ac­ 
cepted a sum of money, either as a loan or a 
bribe, from J. S. Clark, while the latter 
was a litigant in his Court. The chief 
interest felt in Philadelphia regarding the 
charges is on account of the Tombstone Mill 
and Mining Company, which is chiefly owned 
and directed by Philadelphia capitalists. The 
Tombstone mines are at Tomín tone, Cochise 
county, near Benson. They adjoin the mines 
of the W ay Up Mining Company, of which 
J. S. Clark is tin p i icipal owne:. About a 
year ago, while Judge Stillwell was still upon 
the bench in the First Judicial District, a suit 
involving the ownership of a piece of ore 
land valued at half a million dollars, 
in 
which 
the 
Tombstone C ompany 
was • plaintiff 
and 
the 
Way 
Up 
Company defendant, was tried before him, 
and decided in favor of the latter. An ap­ 
peal was made to the Snpreme Court of the 
Territory for a new trial. The motion was 
placed upon the lia*-, aDd about two weeks 
ago, after the affidavit making the principal 
accusation against Hoover had become pub­ 
lic, and while an agent of the Department of 
Justice was traveling through the Territory 
and California in an investigation of the case, 
the motion came up for argument. Ex-Judge 
Thomas Mitchell, formerly upon 
the 
bench in Colorado, as counsel for the Tomb­ 
stone Company, asked that the argument 
might be post pined. He maintained that 
uutil the charges against the integrity of 
Justice Hoover had been investigated by the 
Department of Justice, it would be icdelicate 
for him to tit in judgment over an argument, 
particularly in a caso in which J. S. Clark, 
ons oí the parties from whom he was accused 
of taking a bribe, was so largely interested in 
the decision of the Court. The Ccurt decided 
to hear the argument et once, and it was pro­ 
ceeded with. The decision of the Court has 
not yet been 
announced. 
The Ter­ 
ritorial Legislatuiex at its session last 
winter, detached from Judge Hoover’s 
district the county of Cochise, in which the 
Tombstone and Way Up mines are located, 
and added it to Judge Peenvy's district. 
This action was taken upon tho application 
of a number of property-owners of Tomb­ 
stone, most of whom had been engaged before 
the suspended Justice in litigation with the 
Tombstone Company, in which Cl irk is the 
largest stockholder. It is said that Hoover 
treated the charge against him with contempt, 
and refused to answer the interrogatories of 
the agent of the Department of Justice. 
R edaction of R evenues. 
W a sh in g to n, March 18;k.—The Treasury 
estimates that tne new tax and tariff law will 
reduce the reveaues of the current fiscal year 
810,000,000 to 815.000,000. This, with the 
demands under the appropriations immedi­ 
ately availab'e, seems to make it impissible 
to issue another call for bonds during the 
current fiscal year. 
O rcr-P ayiuent of Congressm en. 
W a sh in g to n, March 18th.—The return to 
the Treasury by Representative Flower, of 
New York, of $400 said to be over-payment 
on account of salary, is not generally under­ 
stood. It was cot over-paymeDt, according 
to the general construction of the law ; but 
Flower chose to construe that the law means 
that he is not entitled to pay when not absent 
on leave or on account of sickness. If some 
other less conscientious members should fol­ 
low the same rule, they would have to return 
most of their salaries. 
R etaliatory Legislation Probable. 
W a sh in g to n, March 18;h.—Before Ger­ 
many passed the prohibition law against 
American pork, the Stats Department re­ 
quested that country to appoint a Commis­ 
sion to inquire into the subject of the health- 
fulcesa of that article, as made here. No at­ 
tention was paid to the request, and a law 
was passed affecting cnly the American 
product. In view of this fact a meeting was 
held, at which it was concluded that it wa3 
unfriendly legisUdjn, and there is little 
doubt that the next Congress will be inclined 
to indulge in retaliatory legislation. Our im­ 
ports from Germany are sufficient to make it 
entirely feasible. 
Fenian Fanatic*. 
New Yobk, March 18th.—'There was a 
pile of letters and telegrams of congratula­ 
tions on a table in the office of the United 
Irishmen to-day, and in a drawer a pile of 
gold, silver and greenbacks-eiuewa of war. 
“ Oar success is bringing in new funds from 
new men,” said Fat Joyce, Secretary of the 
Fenian Brotherhood. “ Mea who believe we 
are right are more plentiful than people sus­ 
pected. But they thought we could do noth­ 
ing. We accomplished more in a few weeks 
than has been done before in many years. 
With new help our success will be great, on 
an increasing ratio.” 
“ It is Baid by your Irish opponents 
that this style of warfare works both 
ways. 
When the British are frightened 
they take vengeance by difcharging all Irish 
employes living in England, and that the 
suffering brought to that clavs of people out­ 
weighs the damage done to England,” said 
the reporter. 
" That is a story as old as the Irish agita­ 
tion. When have Englishmen hired Irish 
heir, ouly when from a hope of gain ? When 
have they not been aware that Irishmen 
hoped for Irish liberty, and would fight for it 
when opportunity offered ? ’ 
“ No more servants are discharged one year 
than another,” said another Irishman. “ We 
will destroy the London waterworks. It will 
bring distress to 100,000 Irish people in Lon- 
dor, and bring relief to 5,000,000 Irish peo­ 
ple in Ireland.” 
A Pleasant L ittle Christening Party. 
N ew Y ork, March 18 :b.—At a christening 
in the Italian quarter a quarrel ensued, and 
razors and knives were used. When the po­ 
lice arrived Frank Alberto was found with 
bis head hanging to his body by a sliver of 
Heab, from a razor cut. Antonio and Felicio 
Amon, arrested as the murderers, were 
covered with blood, but bad no knives. One 
had ten knife-thrusts on him, and the other 
had two. They deny wounding Alberto, 
who they say attacked and wounded them. 
Peculiar Circum stance In the Emma 
Bond Case. 
Tatlorville (HL\ March 18th.—There is 
much talk here concerning a peculiar incident 
which occurred on Friday night, in connec­ 
tion with Miss Emma Bond, the victim of 
last summit's outrage. Since her appearance 
before the Grand Jury she has been staying 
at the house of her uncle, Abner Bond, on 
the outskirts of the city. On the evening 
named the family were at Bupper. Etta Bond, 
sister of Emms, came out of the girl’s bed­ 
room, saying it was not necessary to send any 
one in to stay with her while the family were 
eating; that Emma was sitting propped up 
in bed readicg by lamp light, and seemed to 
feel very comfortable. But after a few min­ 
utes Mrs. Abner Bond sent her little girl 
into the room. 
The girl came runuing 
baok immediately, saymg, “ Oh ! mamma, the 
room is dark, and E mma is gone !"

C h arlesto n (3 . C ), March 18 th .— In

spectable merchants or farmers, took them

Much alarmed, she started 
to walk away, and was followed by the men, 
one of whom seized her. She straggled to 
escape, bat teeing their daggers fell in a 
swoon. This occurred at 4 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon. She did not recover her senses until 
4:45. Lidy Fioqgnce has been prostrated to­ 
day. The story of the affair was elicited from 
her only at intervals. The saving of her life 
is attributed to her St. Bernard dog, which it 
is supposed protected her while she" lay in the 
swoon. Lady Ffjrence had no reason 
to enspect immediate danger, although 
she had been somewhat fearful since her 
recent letter about the Land League. The 
last thing she remembers is one of the men 
pushing a quantity of mud in her mouth. On 
her recovery she found both palms cut across 
and her gloves severed. There were two 
dagger holes, two inches apart, in tbe right 
breast of her dress.

940. 
Tho City Treasurer slates that there is very 
little money in the treasury, and it is proba­ 
ble that some of the Match demands cannot 
be paid. It \m said that there may be a de­ 
ficiency of S20.000 at the end of the present 
month. 
Another trusted young man has “ gone to 
the springs,” and the firm of Payot & Up- 
ham, stationery dealers, at 234 Sansotne 
street, are out several tüousand dollars by 
tho defalcations of CharleB Prindle, ono of 
their clorks. 
The receipts of the Probate Department of 
the Superior Court for the past week were 
larger than for any previous week iu the his­ 
tory of tbe department. On Friday the re­ 
ceipts were 8237 55. The receipts for the 
entire week were $52^ 25. 
The Belgic carried away with her Saturday 
for HongkoDg about 50 Chinese, the majority 
of whonf had return certificates. Among 
thorn were three or four Chinamen from 
Cuba, who, under recent rulings at Washing­ 
ton, were permitted to land in New York and 
come overland en route to Chiua. 
Lon Houck was brought before Judge Law­ 
ler Saturday mornirg, and the proceedings 
against him were dismissed. He was imme­ 
diately rearrested cn the requisition from 
Ohio. A writ of habeas corpus was issued 
by Judge Sullivan and made returnable Mon­ 
day before the Judge of Department Twelve. 
The Secretary of the Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals reports that 
duriog the piv-t month 55 complaints were 
inveitigated, 34 of which were settled out of 
Court, 16 were convicted in Court and 2 were 
dismissed. Six animals were killed and.41 
horses were taken from work. Receipts, 
$165 50; disbursements, $125 55. 
J. M. Verdenal, a lawyer residing at No. 
608 Guerroro street, was run down by a two- 
horse express wagon at tb9 corner of Market 
and New Montgomery streets nt half-past 4 
o’clock Saturday afternooc. He w a carried 
into a drug store in an unconscious condition, 
and alt efforts to restore him to consciousness 
failing, he was removed to his home. 
In the case .of Eugene A. Carlisle, who died 
from the effect of a kDÍfe-wound in the abdo­ 
men, iuflicted by Edward Morris in a street- 
fight on Powell and Ellis streets last Saturday 
night, the Coroner’s jury brought in a double 
verdict. 
Seven of the. jurors—Henry E. 
Bostwick. Louis Myer, R. S. Bean, M. L. 
Govan, Henry Finn, F. N. Magill, M. Freed- 
louder—were in favor of manslaughter, and 
two—D. J. Crowley and G. D. Brine—in fa­ 
vor of justifiable homicide.

Eds. R ecord U nion : A few pilgrims re­ 
cently left San Francisco cn the sidcwheel 
steamer Ancon one morning at 9 o’clock, and 
were soon trying the effects of a prescription 
agina?; seasickness as they passed down the 
coast towards Santa Barbara. The prescrip­ 
tion reads thus: “ Place a sheet of letter 
paper upon tbe stemach, next to the skin.” 
The theory probably is that as paper is a non­ 
conductor of heat it helps to warm and quiet 
tbe stomach like a mustard poultice. The 
prescription was a decided success except in 
one ca»e, where its terms were grossly vio­ 
lated, and the offender was “ calling up un­ 
pleasant recollections ” during the whole voy­ 
age, bis declarations to the contrary being re­ 
futed by ample testimony. 
At 9 the next morning, duriog a thick fog, 
the boat frit her way to the pier at Port Har­ 
ford, where seme of the party took the train 
for San Lais Obispo. At 8 o’clock P. u. el 
the same day the rest < f the party landed at 
Santa Barbara, and spent five happy days at 
an excellent hotel, visiting that lovely little 
town, ioto which no screeching locomotive has 
yet ran, and it is to be hoped that such will 
never enter ; for one spot should be left to 
pleasure seekers where they may be remote 
from business and noise. Having visited the 
groves of olive, almond, walnut and orange 
trees, the party took the next steamer (the 
Orizaba) for San Pedro. Arrived the next 
morning, took the train for Los Angeles, and, 
having wired for carriages, were soon on the 
way to Sierra Madre Villa or visiting the 
suburbs of the most thriving city in Califor­ 
nia. Lob Angeles has almost doubled in the 
last two years, and has a permanent future. 
The whole party assembled at 4 P. M. of_ the 
same day, took the train again, and that night 
the Orizaba conveyed them to San Diego, 
where she laid all day, giving the tourists a 
fine chance to see San Diego and National 
City. At the latter place a citrus fair was 
open, and finer fruit was never seen. Oranges, 
lemons, limes, citron, almonds, apples, raisins, 
cotton and other products show that back 
from the barren shore there must be fertile 
soil and green spots. It is declared, how­ 
ever, that California can raise 100 oranges 
for every man, woman and child in the 
United StateF, and, it would seem, there 
must ba over-production and great loss. 
Tho majority of the pilgrims went to Sac­ 
ramento from San Diego by rail, stopping at 
Riverside; but the minority took the same 
good steamer Orizaba at Sundown for the re­ 
turn trip, ’lhe next morning the boat lay at 
San Pedro discharging freight into lighters, 
for the breakwater is of limited value as yet. 
It is to lie regretted that the fine harber of 
San Diego was not located by nature at San 
Pedro and Wilmington. Taking cn board a 
large lot of passengers, the steamer left at 
neon, and arrived at Santa Barbara at 10 P. 
M.; soon left there, and was the text morn­ 
ing again at Port Harfcrd, almost in time 
to let our travelers catch the train for 
S ar Luis Obispo. This was lhe only draw­ 
back i f the whole trip, for tbe boat la;- at 
the dock fonr hours, thus giving ample time 
to go tbe ten miles to San L uíb O bi-po and to 
te'.urn to continue the voyage, after having 
spent an hour or two in the sleepy old town. 
However, a stroll on the besch for shells, and 
some oranges and a g ’od lunch made life 
happy until noon, when the Orizaba steamed 
away for San Francisco, arriving the next 
morning at 9 o’clock in a dense fog. 
The weather was fine during the whole 
trip, but many paesecgers were seasick be­ 
cause they did not know of the sovereign 
remedy. Our pilgrims walked the deck, 
breathed the salt wind, ate three heaity and 
excellent meals each day, and played whist 
every evening. They enjoyed themselves 
thoroughly, and most of their enjoyment was 
due to the excellent care of the gentlemen in 
charge of these^tcamshipe. There is a great 
deal of travel on these boats, and it is dne to 
the pains taken for the comfort and safety of 
tbe passengers, A fire and life-boat drill 
takes place once at least on each trip. Ooe 
of the gentlemen was at evening alone in his 
stateroom, dying slowly of seasickness, un­ 
able to move a finger, when the sudden msh 
of the fire drill brought him to life, and he 
found himself dancing on the deck outside, in 
light swimming attire, the spectacle of his 
loving friends. It is needless to add any de­ 
scription of the coast, climate or towns. 
Sacramento people know more about New 
York city than they do about these southern 
towns, and they will never learn anything 
txcept by personal inspection. Such investi­ 
gation is cow warmly recommended.F. M. 
THE CENTER O? POPULATION. 
The center of population in the United 
States was twenty-two miles from Balti­ 
more in 1799, and has moved westward at 
the average rate of about fifty-one miles 
every decade, never deviating to the ex­ 
tent of a degree north or south of the 
thirty-ninth parallel. The greatest progress 
was between the years 1S50 CO, when it 
traveled eighiy-one miles from a point in 
Virginia to twenty niilessonthof Chillicothe, 
Ohio. This movement was caused by the 
settlement cf the Pathfic Coast. The cen 
ter of popnlation in 1870 was forty-eight 
miles northwest of Cincinnati. According 
to the last censu3 the center had advanced 
westward fifty-eight miles, and deflected 
to the south about eight, being near the 
village of Taylorsville, Ky., about eight 
miles from Cincinnati. It is anticipated 
that the next census will find it in Jen­ 
nings county, Ind. Supposing the west­ 
ward movement of population to continue, 
the central point should cross the Missis­ 
sippi about 1950, not far from the mouth 
of the Missouri. It is considered proba­ 
ble, however, that it will never go so far 
westward, as there are large areas in the 
W est which are, only adapted for minmg 
and grazing pursuits, and will support but 
a scanty population. The increase in the 
region beyond the Mississippi, after the 
close of the present century, may not much 
more than counterbalance that of the rest 
of the country, in which case the center of 
population will remain almost stationary 
in Southern Illinois.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
- — 
State School Journal.—At an adjourned 
meeting of the State Board of Education, 
held at the Capitol last Saturday, the Pacific 
School'Journal was, by resolution, redesig­ 
nated as the official organ of the Department 
of Public Instruction, and the amount of $1 
per school district fixed as the rate to be al­ 
lowed per sear for the same. The full Board 
voted ia lavor of the resolution. Subse­ 
quently an adjourned meeting was called by 
Superintendent Welcker for 7 p. m., at 
which all members of the Board were 
present. 
Mr. Welcker made a mo­ 
tion that the resolution whereby the 
Pacific School Journal was redesignated as 
the official organ of the Department of Pub­ 
lic Instruction be reconsidered. The motion 
was seconded by Principal Allen and adopted. 
It was then moved by Professor Welcker 
that the resolution whereby the Pacific School 
Journal was redesignated as the official organ 
of the Department of Public Instruction be 
rescinded. This was seconded by Principal 
Allen to place it before the Board. The ayea 
and noes being demanded, the vote stood— 
aye, Professor Welcker; noes, Governor 
Stoneman and Principal Allan. Professsor 
Welcker then moved that the resolution where­ 
by th? Pacific School Journal was redesig­ 
nated be atnecded by striking out the words 
Pacific School Journal, and designating the 
California Teacher as the official organ of the 
Department of Public Instruction, and in­ 
serting tor the words 41 one dollar41 the words 
41 one dollar and fifty cents;’4 seconded by 
Mr. Allen. The ayes and noes being called, the 
vote was as before : Ayea—ProfesEor Welcker. 
Noes—Governor Stoneman and Mr. Allen. 
Without taking further action the Board 
then adjourned to the next regular 
meeting, 
unless previously called by 
the Secretary. 
The California Teacher 
is a paper recently started and edited 
by T. E. Flynn, of San Francisco. Albert 
Lyser, editor of the Pacific School Journal, 
claims that, notwithstanding the meeting and 
action taken in tha evening, as last above 
stated, his paper is still the duly authorized 
organ of the Department of Public Instruc­ 
tion, from the fact that the evening meeting 
was not called iu due form, and was therefore 
void. This ha bases upon the statement that 
a special meeting of the Board can only bo 
called by giving notice in writing, stating the 
object for which the meeting is to be held ; 
whereas he claims that the evening meeting 
held on Saturday was only in answer to 
verbal notice, and that the object was not 
given. 
S kating C a rn iv a l.—The second masquer­ 
ade skating carnival of the Sacramento Iloller 
Skating Association was given at the Pa- 
vvv»n on Saturday evening. There were 
all .100 maskers on the floor.

He was ah 
tended during his last hours hy his mother 
and a young lady to whom he was soon to 
have been married. The deceased waa born 
in N6W York thirty-six years ago, but has re­ 
sided in San Francisco sines his boyhood. 
For eeven years prior to his election to the 
Assembly he was employed as a reporter on 
San Francisco newspapers. A delegation of 
Assemblymen from Sau Francisco came to 
Sacramento end yesterday morning escorted 
the body to Sau Francisco, where the funeral 
will take place to-day. 
T he A rson C ase.—The arson case of the 
People ve. Lse Hung, which was on trial in 
the Superior Court during all of last week, 
went to the jury at 2:45 P. M. Saturday. At 
4:55 o’clock the jury returned to the Court­ 
room and announced that they had agreed on 
a verdict of guilty of arson in the second de­ 
gree. The Court fixed one week from to-day 
as the time for passing sentence. This after­ 
noon the Court will hear the argument on the 
demurrer to the indictment against Lee Hung 
for burning insured property. If the de­ 
murrer ia overruled, a jury will be impaneled 
in the case to-morrow afternoon.

To-day is chronicled the events and circum­ 
stances which may bring before the bar of 
justice the perpetrators of a crime which 
they for fourteen years thought to be securely 
hidden, and where the avenging hand of the 
law may have aD opportunity to mete out 
the punishment allotted for earthly crimes. 
On one bright June morning, fourteen years 
ago, a young Iiishmsn by the name of Mony- 
har, who was a section foreman on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, near Reno, came to 
Sacramento, en route for San Francisco, 
where he contemplated depositing bis earn­ 
ings in the Hibernia Bank, and which 
amounted to several hundred dollars. Learn­ 
ing of the residence of an old country friend, 
Bart Lucy, he called upon him, and, 
in company with other boon compan­ 
ions, the cup went gaily and often 
around. 
The subject of this article, ever 
mindful cf the object of his visit and of his 
wife, who then resided in the city of New 
Orleans, went to San Franeisco, made his de­ 
posit, and on the night of June 26, 1869, re­ 
turned to this city, where he again sought his 
old-ccuntry friend, who was engaged in the 
grocery business with Thomas Kenny, under 
the firm name of Lucy & Kenny, on the cor­ 
ner of the alley on Fourth street, between L 
and M Btresta. When he arrived, which was 
on Saturday night, there was a considerable 
gathering of the sons of Eric at the place of 
business, where a party of eighteen was en­ 
gaged in a game of “ fives and forties ” for a 
pair of boots, Mr. Mocyhan asked leave to 
join in the game and contest for tbe pair of 
boots. When he did so he left his bank book 
and some other valuables in the hands of 
Bart Lucy for safe keeping. The play went on 
and the drinks went down, when some of the 
party caught Mr. Monyhan 44 holding out” the 
ace of hearts, which caused a row, and result­ 
ed in Mr. Monyhan being struck in the face 
by a man by the name of Brown. Mr. Ken­ 
ny quelled this disturbance and put Brown 
out, whereupon all the others, consisting.of 
parties by the names of Taylor, Mehanny, 
McCormick, Morrison, 0 4Neil, Kelly and 
Conglan, went out also, threatening to 44 get 
even." By this time it was near 2 o’clock in 
the morning. After washing the blood from 
his face, Monyhan also departed, with the 
intention of going to his room at the United 
States Hotel, then kept on Front street by 
one P. J. McMahon. But it seems that the 
party, consisting of Taylor, Brown, Mehan- 
ny and the others, laid in wait for him, to 
get satisfaction for the alleged wrong. Two 
other parties—Jim Mullica and Jerry Don­ 
ahue—were dispatched by Kenny to see him 
safely home. 
When near the corner of 
Fourth and K streets, and in front of No. 5 
Engine House, Mullins was knocked down. 
Getting to his feet, ho and the other escort 
ran away, leaving Monyhan at the mercy of 
the assailants. 
Tais was the last seen of Monyhan alive. 
Immediately after the occurrence en Fourth 
street, Taylor and three others of the party 
went back to Lucy & Kenny’s store, which 
was then closed for the night, but seeing a 
light in the rear, they went aronnd and were 
admitted by Kenny. Here Taylor washed 
some blood from his clothing, and made use 
of the remark, “ T hat 
of a 
is done 
for and will not make another row.” Ods or 
twowthera of the party had blood upon their 
clothing. 
Nothing particular was thought of the 
affair Hntil about two months after, when 
the wife of Monyhan wrote for information 
concerning the whereabouts of her husband. 
Just about this time an unknown man wae 
found dead at Third and II streets, upon whom 
was held an inquest by tbe Coroner, J. P. 
Counts, and a verdict rendered that deceased 
came to his death from disease ot the brain. 
It afterwards developed that tLis party an­ 
swered the description of Monyhan, who was 
missing. There is evidence to ehow that the 
body was brought there and placed upon the 
railroad track in a sitting position, in order 
to make it appear that he was killed by the 
ears passing along the Sacramento Valley 
Railway. 
It is also thought by the City Attorney, 
who is engaged in assisting officer Carroll 
and Chief Karcher in working up this case, 
that the murdered man, Monyhan, found bis 
grave in the loose sand that was being filled 
in on Fourth street, which was at that time 
being raised to the high grade, and that if 
the truth were known the sand that yiised 
Fourth street, between K and L, covers the 
remains of the murdered Monyhan. There 
are many circumstantial details of the case 
disclosed by the evidence, together with the 
partial admissions of Taylor, that point di­ 
rectly to the commission of the crime of mur­ 
der.Among the singular phases of the casa are 
these : As soon as Mr. Lucy advertised for 
any information concerning the missing .Mony­ 
han, several of the parties who are alleged to 
have laid in wait for him on the night men­ 
tioned, at once quit their employment and 
left for parts unknown, some cot even draw­ 
ing their pay from the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, where they were employed. 
It ia said that Mullins, one of the parsons 
who escorted Monyhan, and who was also 
knockei down at the time, prior to his death 
in a private hospital in San Francisco, told 
who the parties were that murdered Mony­ 
han and also struck him. Taylor every time 
he gets on a spree stemsMo be struck with re­ 
morse, and desires to make a fall confession 
and receive the penalty of his crime. He 
has since tbe alleged murder wandered all 
over Europe and other countries, never re­ 
maining any length of time in one place, 
and iately he called upon Chief Karcher 
to arrest him for the murder of Moryhcn, 
at. the time making a partial confession, 
Taylor and Mehacny are the only ones in 
custody ; the other p trties are all dead, ex­ 
cept Morrison, who lives at San Francisco, 
and who may be called upon to explain his 
connection with the affair. Mtfiaony main­ 
tains a stolid silence, and denies any com­ 
plicity in the crime. 
The officers, in the working np of this case, 
have met with one obstacle, and that is the 
place of burial of the unknewn man upon 
whom Coroner Counts held an inquest. There 
is nothing thus far to disclose the exact spot 
where ha was interred. It might be very 
material for purposes of identification to dis­ 
inter the body, but cf course if there is no 
authentic record of his place of interment 
this is impossible. Taylor and Mehanny 
were arraigned in the Police Court on Satur­ 
day, bat had the examination fixed for to­ 
morrow, City Attorney Anderson is con­ 
ducting the prcsecutiou. The defendants 
have not secured all their counsel as yet. Mr. 
Hannon and Mr. Buckley will probably ap­ 
pear with other counsel.

Tbe annual bjll of Company A, City 
Guard, announced to take place next Friday 
evening at Armory HalJ, has been postponed 
for one week, on account of falling on Good 
Friday. 
A game of baseball yesterday between the 
Union and Machine-shop Clubs was won by 
the former, with a score of 21 to 8. A game 
between the Union and Unknown Clubs was 
won by the same club, with a score of 18 to 5. 
About 200 men were discharged from tbe 
various departments of the railroad shops on 
Saturday evening. It is in accordance with 
instructions received from headquarters, but 
no reason is assigned for discharging the em­ 
ployes. 
The Board of Fire Commissioner», at their 
last meeting, received the resignation of 
George Ingalls, driver of No. 2 engine, and 
elected Frank Wilder, extraman of hook and 
ladder company No. 1, to fill the vacancy. 
Bichard Trengold was elected to fill tbe place 
made vacant by th9 promotion of Mr. 
Wilder. 
The remains of Thomas Mitchell, the 
brskeman who was killed near the Summit, 
were brought to Sacramento on Saturday, 
and yesterday the funeral took place from the 
Calvary Baptist Church. The body was ac- 
comDanied hy a certificate from the Coroner 
of Placer county Btating. that an Inquest had 
been held and a verdict of accidental blame 
rendered. 
The regular weekly meeting of the Land 
League, held at Grand Army Hall, was largely 
attended and much enthusiam was mani­ 
fested. An address was delivered by a mem­ 
ber, songs by J. P. Harkins, and recita­ 
tions by Master Willie Featheraton, Miss 
Maggie Carroll, Miss Laura Kendal and M. 
Roach, all of which were well received. 
A teacher in one of the rural districts on a 
recent visit to a friend discovered what she 
called 41 such a pretty little calf,” but on close 
examination it proved to be a specimen of the 
greyhonnd persuasion.

THE WOODLAND MÜRDE& CASE. 
Charles T. Jones left this city on Saturday 
morning, and arrived in Woodland before the 
hour for the meeting of the Court to resume 
the examination of ex-Sfceriff F. M. Rvfcro. 
As on tb9 previous day the Court-room was 
densely packed, and there were msny more 
on the outside than on the day before. At 
precisely 9 o’clock the Court was called to 
order. 
Jesse Walters, a saloon-keeper, was the 
first witness called. He testified that he 
went to see the body in the corral. While 
there defendant F. M, Rahm came and said 
it was M altby; that he knew it was him 
from a patch on his clothes and the way be 
laid; and that he was an awful good man. 
The coat was bnttoned up. His boots were 
black and shiny. There was no mud on the 
clothes. 
P. Kreflenburg testified in relation to tbe 
position of the body, saying there was no evi­ 
dence of any struggle about it, his legs being 
straight and stiff, one lying over the other. 
Dr. George H. Jackson testified to making 
an examination of the body of Maltby the 
day it was found, and thought it had been 
there some eight days, and was in an ad­ 
vanced stage of decomposition. His head 
and face was black on the left side. He 
held the poet mcrtem examination, bat 
on account of decomposition he coaid 
form no opinion as to tbe canse of death. 
He removed the etomach of Maltby and kept 
it two days, and then gave it to District At­ 
torney Garroute to send to San Francisco. 
He said bodies after death from strychnine 
are rigid at first, but become loose eventually. 
A man could cot die from strychnine with 
his arms doubled or crooked, unites he had 
rolled into such a position, and a man dying 
that way wonld not be likely to have a hat 
pulled over his head as reported. He did not 
think a poisoned mau would have been in 
that poeftior, with his bead cn bis arm, as 
tbe convnlsions would likely have disturbed 
the straw at his feet and his hands, and he 
wonld have struck bis hat off. The heart and 
lungs did not show indications of poisoning. 
Witness had read of cases of poisoning where 
no evidence of poison was found in the 
stomach, especially it taken in solution. He 
found a solution of strychnine was in the 
bottle. He fopnd no fracture of the skull, 
and the spinal cord not injured. Strychnine 
produces congestion of the brain, and the 
s i.tim dies generally in paroxysm', but 
they may die iu a period oí relaxation. 
The witness, on cross-examination, said the 
condition ef tho heart and lungs was not in­ 
consistent with the strychnine theory, aud 
that he could express no opinion as to the 
cause cf death. He saw notning inconsistent 
with the theory of death from concussion of 
the brain. The label under the bottle might 
have come off the bottle, but there was still 
one remaining. Ho preeerved the intestines 
and liver, and gave them to the Coroner. 
P. Claiburn testified that he was in Wood­ 
land in March, 1882, oa Sunday, the 26th ; 
saw deceased in Power’s saloon; he left 
about midnight; he oDly drank once ; eaw 
defendant, Frank Bahin, there about 9 
p’clock ; he spoke a few words to Maltby; 
snw Rahm nearly every day ; had a conver­ 
sation with Rahm at tho Court-house a day 
or two afterward about Maltby ; I asked for 
him; Rahm said in effect, “ Never mind 
Maltby—ha is ail right.” The witness, on 
cross-examination, stated that he was fined 
in Woodland during Babm’s administration 
for the battery of a Chinaman, and that he 
worked cut the fine in the chain-gang, and 
was well treated by Rahm. He said he was 
never arrested for any other offense. 
Jeeso F. Strong, a clerk in District Attor­ 
ney Craig’s office, testified that on the even­ 
ing of March 26th he visited an oyster house 
on Main street with Mr. Craig, and that 
when leaving there about 10 o’clock they saw 
Maltby on the sidewalk, which was the last 
time the witness saw Maltby alive. In the 
cross-examination of this witness by defend­ 
ant's attorney, George A. Knight, he was 
badly mixed up, and his evidence is not con­ 
sidered to be of any use to the prosecution, if 
not damaging. 
The Court took a recess until 1 o’clock. 
Iu the afternoon, W. F. Meses testified : 
Have been express egent here for twelve 
years. Here is a package left with me for 
safe keeping by the District Attorney. On 
being requested to break the seal the witness 
did so, and stated it contains the pieces of a 
broken bottle. A day or two before Maltby 
wa3 found, witness asked defendant, Frank 
Rahm, the whereabouts of the deceased, lie 
replied : 411 have told so many lies about it 
that I do not know if I will ever be forgiven.” 
Witness knew that a box euid to contain the 
stomach of Maltby was expressed to W. D. 
Johnson, chemist, at San Francisco. 
Detectives Jackson and Arlington were 
sworn as witnesses apd put under the rule 
excluding witnesses from the Court-room. 
Dr. Thomas Boss was Bworn and described 
the actions, rymptoms, etc., of persons who 
died from being poisoned by strychnine, but 
he knew nothing concerning the facts of this 
cas?, and his testimony was aimcBt entirely 
hypothetical. 
C. H. Hoyp1, a druggist, identified the 
broken bottle. Explained how it came to he 
broken and put up iu the package mentioned 
by witness Moses. 
W. D. Hunt testified that he asked Rahm 
where Maltby was, and Rahm replied he had 
been struck with a stick of stovewood, had a 
black eye acd was laid up. 
Here it was admitted hy the defendants’ 
counsel that Frank Rahm had made different 
and conflicting statements as to the where­ 
abouts of Maltby to persons who came to his 
office to itquire for the decaaied. 
^ 
George Dinsdale .eatified that on March 
26, 1S82, he was at Powers’ ealooc. John 
Maltby was there. He came in about 7 
o’clock ; from there he went off with Towers. 
About midnight saw him again. About 1 
o’clock we went to Lon Belmont’s house. 
He stayed there a short time and left, saying 
be was going home. He was sober then. I 
never saw him ali -e after that. He had on a 
pair of blue glasses. Heard Frank Rahm 
say in Powers’ saloon about four weeks be­ 
fore his arrest, “ They Bay I killed old John 
Maltby.” 
Lou Belmont testified : On March 27ih de-' 
ceased visited my house with DinBdale be­ 
tween half-past 1 and 2 o’clock A. M., and 
asked me how he had been hurt. I told him 
and he left. He did not drink while there ; 
he had a slight bruise under one eye ; then 
he referred to it and said: 44 Don’t I look 
nice to go to my business to-morrow ?” 
James Smith testified : Ua March 26th last 
I was in the Woodland jail. I was awakened 
about two hours before I was let out on the 
morning of the 27th, and heaid a noise as if 
some one had come into th6 Sheriff’s office. 
Got up and heard some persons walking in 
there. They went out aud walked along cn 
the south side of the jail. From the sound 
I should judge there were two there. They 
were not there long. I thought one went out 
before tbe other about fifteen minutes. I have 
no idea who they were. 
Mrs. L. S. Jury corroborated the other 
witnesses as to the deceased being in the res­ 
taurant about 11 o’clock on the night of 
March 26, 1882, the night he disappeared, 
and continued: 44 On the next Friday night 
Frank Rahm ordered oysters and a cup of 
coffee. 1 asked him who it was for. He 
said for John Maltby, and told me to make 
it strong, as he always drinks it. I made the 
coffee and oysters ready, and my husband 
tock it over to the Sheriff's office.” 
John Jury testified : On March 26, 1882, 
I was keeping a restaurant in Woodland. 
Maltby came with John Berry to my restau­ 
rant that night. He had cn glasses. On the 
next Friday nig^t I brought some coffee and 
oysters to tbe Sheriff’s office. I asked Ap­ 
pleby where Rahm was. He said, “ He ia 
about somewhere.” I said, " I want ti see 
him ; these oysterB are for him. He is s 
friend of mine and I want to see him, and I 
want to take my dishes back.” He said, 
"Nevermind your dishes ; I will attend to 
the oysters. Gome to-morrow and get your 
dishes.” I then went awaj, and met Rahm 
as I left. Those oysters have never yet been 
paid for. 
H. L. Marders testified : 1 resided in Mad­ 
ison on March 18, 1882, I lived opposite the 
Court-house. On March 27th of that year I 
saw a man, whom I took to be Frank Rabm, 
leaving the Court-house very early in the 
morning—about daylight. 
T. C. Pockman testified : Have been a 
Deputy Sheriff in the office of the Sheriff of 
this county. There was a sand-bag there for 
about two years. Don’t know but it was 
there wheh I left. It was about nine inches 
long. We often got such implements by tak­ 
ing them from prisoners. 
At a few minutes past 4 o'clock the Court 
took a recess until this morning. 


P o lice C o urt.—Business was transacted 
in the Police Court Saturday as follows: 
David Murray, drunk, pleaded guilty, dis­ 
charged ; Mike Brady, vagrancy, pleaded 
guilty, sentenced to forty days in the County 
Jail; James Taylor and John Mehanny, 
murder, continued to March 20th; James 
CooDers, burglary, discharged ; Dock Real, 
misdemeanor, passing of sentence continued 
until to-day; Michael Sullivan, judgment 
for petit larceny, thirty days in the County 
Jail. 
H o lt W eek.—Yesterday was Palm Sun­ 
day and the beginning of Holy Week, the 
last three days of which are of peculiar 
sanctity and close the Lenten season. Thurs­ 
day is observed in commemoration of the 
establishment of the eucharist, Friday is the 
anniversary of the crucifixion, and on Satur­ 
day tbe blessing of the oils used during tbe 
j e rr iu the service of the church t akes place.

DOMESTIC SEWS. 


M urder a n d C an n ib alism — A I! ;rrlb le 
Story. 
Desvee, March 17tb._—Sheriff Smith, of 
Hinsdale county, has arrived from Fort Fet- 
terman with J. i. I’pcker, the murderer and 
cannibal who killed five men near the bits of 
L ate City nine yerre ago. 
After the slacgh- 
ter the el.yer iived for a number cf days < ff 
the to iy cf one of his victims. Packer br- 
longed to a patty of five prospector» who 
were overtaken in tte winter by f tniní. 
According to statements by him when cap­ 
tured at Saguschs a few weeks after the oc­ 
currence, the party were oa the point cf 
starvation, and cgrc?d among themselves to 
kiil each other by lot at such times as tbs 
bodies of victims urera required for food. 
Tais story has bean discredited from first to 
last by the people cf that caunty, because the 
bodies of four men were found lying together 
—three with bullet-holee in the skull end olc 
with the head chopped cfl. 
General Charles 
Adams, at the time of the slaughter Indian 
Commissioner for Colorado, obtained the fol­ 
lowing 
STATEMENT FROM PACKER : 
“ I, Alfred Packer, defire to m*ke a true 
and voluntary statement in regard to occur­ 
rences iu southern Colorado during 
the 
winter of 1873. I wish to make it to Mr. 
Adams, because I made one before about the 
same matter. When we left Ouroy Camp we 
had about seven days’a food for one man. We 
traveled two'or three days, and it began to 
storm. 
We came to a mountain ; crossed Jby 
a gulch, and csnfS on to another. Wc found 
the enow so deep wa had to follow tire moun­ 
tain on top. 
On about the f mrth day we bad 
only a pound of fli.ur left. We followed the 
mountain till we came to the main range. I 
do cot remember how many days we were 
traveling then ; I think about ten days, liv­ 
ing on rojebuds und pine gum, and come ol 
tho men were crying and praying. Then wo 
came over the muin range. We c.ippsd twice 
on a stream which ru .s into Big Like, Sou 
Christobal; the second night, jast above the 
lake. 
Next morning we crossed th6 iako and 
cut holes into the ice to catch fish ; there were 
no fieli, 60 we tried to catch snr.ils ; the ica 
was thin and soma broke through ; wacros e i 
the lake and went into a grove cf timber. 


ALL THE MEN WERE CRYING ; 
One of them was crazy. Swan asked me to 
go and sea if I could ses someihing from the 
mountain. I took my gun and went up tie 
hill and found a high rose Lush with buds 
sticking through the eqow, but could see noth­ 
ing but snow n l around. 1 had been a kind 
of guide for them, but I did not know the 
mountains írom th ,í sido ; when I come back 
to camp, after being gone neatly all day, I 
found (he red-heaoed mar, who htd been 
crazy, sitting near the fire roasting a pieca of 
meat, which he cut out of the leg of the Ger­ 
man butcher. M ills; the latter’» body was 
lying further from the firo, near the Biream. 
His skull was crushed in with a hatchet; the 
other three men were Ijing near the fire ; they 
wera cut in the forehead with n hatchet; 
soma had two and some three cnts ; I c;me 
within a rod of the fire, and when the man 
saw me he got up with his hatchet and came 
t .ward me, and I shut him sideways through 
t.ko beily ; he fell on bis face ; tho hatchet 
fell forward; I gr-bbod if, and bit liim on 
the top of the head ; I then lighted a firo and 
sat up all night; the next morning I tried to 
follow my tracks on the mountain, but could 
not make if, the snow was too deep, andcBme 
hack; I sit up two sticks then with pine 
boughs, and made a shelter about three feet 
high ; this was my camp till I came o u t; I 
went back to the fire, covered the meu up, 
and fetched tn camp & pitee of meat that was 
near the fire ; I made a new fire, cooked the 
piece of meat, and ate i t ; I tried to get away 
every day, but could not, so 


LIYED OFF THE FLESH OF THESE MEN 
The biggest part of the sixty days I was 
there ; I then started up the creek to a place 
where a big slide of yellowish clay seemed to 
come down the mountain ; I started up, but 
got my feet wet, and having ordy a piece cf 
blanket around them, frcze my feet under 
tho toes ; I camped before I reached the top, 
making a fire, and staying all night; next 
day I made the top of the hill and a little 
over ; I built a fire on the top of a log and 
upon two logs close together ; I camped and 
cooked some of the flesh I bad cerried with 
me for food ; I carried cnly one blanket; I 
carried it out with me, and one gun ; the red­ 
headed man, Bell, had a fifty-dollar bill in 
his pocket; all the others together had only 
twenty dollars; had no dollars m yself; if 
there was any more money in the outfit I did 
not know if, and it remained there at the 
last camp; just before I reached the Agency 
I ate my last piece of m eat; this meat I 
cooked at the czmp btfore I started out, and 
put it it into a bag and carried the bag with 
me ; I could rat but little at a tim e; when I 
went out with the party from the Agency to 
search for the bodies we came to the moun­ 
tains overlooking the stream, but I did not 
want to take them up further ; did not want 
to go back to camp; when I was at the 
Sheriff’s cabin at Saguache I waa passed a 
key made out of a penknife blade, with which 
I could unlock my irons ; I went to Arkansas 
and worked all summer for John Gil1, about 
eighteen miles below Pueblo; I then went to 
Gilbert’s ranch, still further down the river, 
and put in a crop of corn; sold it to John 
Gill and went to Arizena. ” 
A Mining Romance. 
F ond dd L ac (Wis.), March 17th.—Hon. 
T. W. Spetcs.has just returned from New 
Mexico, whero he has been for a couple of 
months in the interest of an important law­ 
suit. Several years ago there lived in In ­ 
diana fonr brothers, named Jam?*, Frank, 
Alexander and Samuel McCain. James was 
a coal miner ; Alexander removed to Fond du 
Lac, where he now lives; Samuel, the 
younger brother, is in prison at Michigan 
City ; Frank went to New Mexico and be­ 
came a Btago driver, and afterward located 
numerou8,claims. Small pox swept over the 
camp in which he lived, and he was one of 
its victims. 
Soon after his death the mining 
claims in which he was interested bccime 
very valuable. He never married, and his 
three brothers were bis only heirs. Io Jan­ 
uary last Daniel Murphy, of St Louis, a 
mail contractor, get out to buy up the mining 
interests. Frank McCain’s heirs, tho broth­ 
ers, were poor, and knew n (thing of the value 
of the property, and were willing to take 
whatever Murphy was willing to give. James 
was found working in the depths of an In­ 
diana coal mine, and his interest was ob­ 
tained for -SI,bOO. Alexander made a better 
bargain, and got S3.000 down and 93.000 on 
time. 
Soon after Alexander had made what 
seemed to him a very good sale he became aware 
that his brother's estate included some of the 
best mining prcpgrlies in New Mexico.

The micei involved 
are said to ba worth more than 51,000,000, 
and are studied at much over that figure.

Chicago, March 17th —The Tribune this 
naorni’ g devotei two pages to a full statement 
as to the methods by which the vast public 
domain of the United States is being lost, 
st ileu end rurrend’rei. The Tribune charges 
that the land set anart for homes for families 
h»B been made into empires for corporations. 
In the story every element of human fault 
and frtud will be seen to be at the work of 
spoliation of (die land of the people. Congress 
has been extravagant and has failed to act 
when part of tho re.-ults of its extravagance 
might have been saved.

FOREIGN YEWS. 


Tire London Explosion. 
L o n d o n, March 17th.—Ail d-y yesterday 
the greatest excitement prevailed in every 
part of London, and hundreds of thousands of 
people flecked to the scene cf the explosion. 
The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cam­ 
bridge, Mr. G l’dsroce and nesrly ail the 
members of the Cabinet visited Charles street 
and inspected the ruins. Parliament street, 
wide as it is, was an impassable block of car­ 
riages, and Rotten Row was deserted for 
Westminster. Workmen were fcu-y repair­ 
ing the different < ffieep, Borns cf which will 
have to be closed for over a week, aud an offi­ 
cial investigation of a thoroughly fruitless 
character occupied the entire day. 
An examination shows that the case and 
contents of the explosive material used in the 
attempt to blow up the Times office Thurs­ 
day night are exactly similar to those found 
after the recent explosion in Glasgow. 
The French Communists. 
PARI3, March 17tji.—Twenty-two Com­ 
munist banquets and meetings ore kmounced 
for to-morrow in various parts of the city. 
It is probable the anarchists will not mest in 
the Champs de Mare, as was expected, but 
will choose anothtr placa unknown to the 
Government. The garrison of Paris wiil be 
confined to their barracks to morrow. Pro­ 
vincial Prefects have biea ordered to send 
telegrams to Paris every hour tc-morrow, re­ 
porting the state of affairs in their respeciive 
jurisdictions.

D u r b a n, March 17th.—The whole country 
on the border of Transvaal is in a state of 
anarchy, the natives arming against the 
Boers. Chief Mapnch has just defeated the 
Boers, inflicting severe loss. 
A W reck w ith Loss of Life. 
L ondon, March 17th.—The ship Dunstaff- 
nage, from Calcutta via Dundee, for Liver­ 
pool, has been wrecked on the coa3t of Aber­ 
deenshire. Fifteen men, besides a number of 
women and children, were drowned. 
B urial of K arl Marx. 
L o n d o n , March 17th.—Tho remains of the 
late Karl Marx were buried at Highgate 
Cemetery, The funeral was private. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


I t is announced that the President will or­ 
der a court of inquiry this week to investi­ 
gate the charges made against General H a­ 
zards management of the Signal Service. The 
Secretary ot War recommends the investiga­ 
tion.

UNITED STATES MINISTER TO SPAIN.

Mr. Fc-ter at ones volunteered into 
the Federal service, and was appointed Ma­ 
jor uf the Twenty-fifth Indiana Infantry Vol­ 
unteers. He eaw much hsrd fighting whi’e 
in service, and rose to the full rank of Col­ 
onel. Ho headed a brigade of cavalry in 
General Burnside’s expedition to E ist Ten­ 
nessee, and wa3 vhe first to occupy Knox­ 
ville, ia 181)3, 
Upon hia return to Evaus- 
villa he edited the Dai!;,' Journal of that city, 
aud w:s made Poetm ;sttro f Evansviiie in 
18(39. He was Chaina »n of : h - Republican 
State Committee in the year 1872. His first 
appointment es Minister was to Mexfc’, in 
1873, to which President Hayes reappointed 
him.
